Where Students in Charge 



McGlli's ' position .'among^college 
unions is almost unlqlii.V^ McGill 
delegates returning front thcjfourth 
annual Regional conference of the 
Association of College Unions held 
last weekend have reported. 

Mr. Ralph. Shackrll, secre(ary- 
treasuret^of the Students , Society, 
and'^lnrÇRôbb, President of the 
McGUl "'Unlon;!^!??' ïatlcjd^^ 
Conference held 'at Colgate 'Univer- 
sity, found that McGili 'was one of 
the only universities represented 
whose Union was administered en- 
tirely by students. I . > 

McGlli's representation marked 
the first time this university has 
participated in any meeting of thé 
Association of College Unions. The 
meeting was of the Second Region 
comprising New 'Vork State, On- 
tario, and Q\iei>ec. Some 23 univer- 
sities were represented. 

The American concept of a stu- 
dents Union is slightly different 
from that held at McGllI, our dele- 
gates reported. The Union building 
is usually administered by a Direc- 
tor employed ' by the University, 
and sponsors. -a program equivalent 
to what is offered at McGill by the 
various committees of the Student 
Executive Council. 

Despite these differences, many 
Uicfui ideas on Union management, 
and particularly on the development 
ot the New Union were picked up, 
both of McGlli's representatives 
said. Now Union development is 
going on at many colleges, the de- 
legates found.. In some cases, they 
said.tlie Union building campaign 
was being supported almost entire- 
ly by student funds. 

Besides the problem of develop- 
ing new Unions 'topics discussed
